One
etack belonging to Mike Manning was
also destroved. The loss to Mr. Looney
will be very severe, as he has many
gheep and the grass just at present is
not plentiful. His loss will reach $8,000.
The people of the neighborhood are
greatly worked up over the matter, and
should the perpetrator of the villainoas
deed be apprehended, it would go hard
with him. A farmer who has the re-
sults of a year's hard labor go up in
smoke in one night, knows how it is to
feel the heavy hand of misfortune. As
yvet no clue has been feund to who set
fire to the Liay.

As soon as
the fire bell rang Jimmie Leary, the
engineer, got everything in readiness to
pump water, while Mr. DeHuiff and Mr.
Lewis were on hand to render the city
companies all possible aesistance. The
East End company attached its hose to
the rsilroad company’s plog and did
effective service in enbduing the fire.

The Oregon Lumber Co., which has
extensive interests at Drano—formerly
called Chenowith—is moving the saw-
mill which has been at Hood River to a
location on the White Salmon river,
some distance from Underwood's land-
ing. Thereis a fine belt of tunber on
this streamn aod the lumber can be easily
flonted or lumeq down to the Columbia.

Immedintely after the fire vesterday
Superintendent Norman, of the city
water works, went to the reservoir and
tound that the depth of water had low-
ered only an inch, notwithstanding the
immense volume which had been taken
from the reservoir through the seven
streams that had played npon the fire,
The water in the reservoir now messures
a depth of 16 feet. This fact iz a very

important one and gratifving becanse it
will aopnounce to the insarance’ com-
B:lni" that the water sopply at The

les is pufficient to cope with the fires
that may come from time to time. This
obeervation of Mr. Norman should tend
to make it easier for this eity to obtain
the reduction in insurance rates con-
cerning which there has lately been
some talk.

The Dalles [.ambering Co. are busy
moving their office back into Lhe build-
ing where yesterday’s fire occurred.
The lower story is butlittle damaged,
the only injory being from the water,
besides & hole punched throngh the
ceiling. A good deal of lumber has been
partly spoiled by water. The Lumber-
mng Company is already ready for busi-
ness, neither fire nor flood being able to
stop them.

When the eartridge
came in contact with the hammer point
the pistol went off and the ballet struck
Staniels in the left leg near the thigh.

This makes the second person who has
fallen from the same bridge within the
last couple of months, the other being
an Indian wiho took a tumble while in a
drunken condition. A railing along the
gonth side of the bridge seems to be ad-
visable to guard againset future accidents
of this sort.

Smoke was eeen issning from the win-
dows in the northeast part of the build-
ing, and by the time the fire companies
arrived, the upper story waa filled with
flames. The fire boys wers quickly on

The |
fire was very stubborn, and for an hcmrr
the fire laddies and citizens worked in-
defatigably to quench the flames. The
fire was not pnt ont till the entire upper

story was burned ont. The roof is a]
total wreck. Willing hands soon carried |
out the stock of The Dalles Lumbering
Company, and the street was filled with
piles of lnmber.

The loss of the Lumbering Company
will not be less than $600. There 18 no

insurance, Misfortune never comes
gingly, and, the Messrs. Johns again
have the sympathy of the community in |
their continned hard lack, This makes
the third destroctive loss the company
has bhad by fire, the others being the
burning of their miil in the garrison,
followed by "the recent destroction of
their barn.

The onigin of this afternoon’s confla-
gration was the explosion of a lamp for |
heating glue, which some calciminers |
had Jeft burning and gone to din-
ner. This act of carclessness has
been the canse of several thousand
dollare being losr. The building |
is one of the oldest bricks in the|
town, though some vears sgo it was par-
It was owned by Wm.
Grant, a former resident of The Dallea
and was aflterward transferred to his
brother, Adam Grant, in San Francisco.
